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REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMITTEE 


A Building Committee composed of the School Board 
and three others, namely, George Northrop, Edward 
Waite, and Norman Wilder, was appointed after the an- 
nual district meeting. The committee decided that two 
rooms with basements should be added to the Plainfield 
Plains building. Edward Waite was requested to serve as 
architect and draw up the plans. 


The bonds were sold to the F. W. Horne, Investment 
Company of Concord, which had offered the lowest inter- 
est rate (214%). 


Bids for the construction work were received from 
five companies and the contract awarded to R. J. Pierce 
Construction Co., Brattleboro, Vermont as theirs was the 
lowest bid. Work began in early July and was sufficiently 
complete for school to open on September 2nd.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plainfield: 


The building of the two class rooms and two base- 
ment rooms on the Plainfield Plains building was the out- 
standing accomplishment during the year 1952. The 
School Building Committee is to be highly commended 
for the efficient and harmonious way it planned and 
managed the entire project. Mr. Paul Farnum of the State 
Department of Education, has been high in his praise of 
the new rooms and the low cost of the project. 


The fine work of the Plainfield P.T.A. Lunch Group 
in relocating the kitchen at Plainfield, building counters, 
and painting the kitchen and dining room has provided 
very attractive lunch facilities. Both Plainfield and Meri- 
den P.T.A.s are serving well balanced lunches to the 
school children. 


The cost of high school tuition is almost thirty per 
cent of the total budget. In some districts where small 
high schools are maintained, the percentage spent for this 
item is much higher. It is wise that the people of Plain- 
field, as well as in other areas of New Hampshire, study 
ways of taking care of their high school pupils for the 
future. In some states, Area High Schools have been made 
large enough to provide room for the pupils from such 
districts. State funds have been available in some states 
to pay for a part of the building cost. No funds from state 
sources, however, have yet been voted to take care of this 
high school problem in New Hampshire. 


In both Meriden and Plainfield Plains there were 
more children, according to last September’s census, be- 
low 6 years of age than from 6 to 12. Apparently there 
will continue to be some increase in school enrollments. 


The District received $6,428.94 from State Aid for 
the current year. The Governor has recommended an in- 
crease in state aid to “needy” districts but no amount is 
as yet definite.

The Plainfield Plains building needs have been met. 
Meriden has a definite need. I am confident that, at the 
right time, the voters of the District will provide as fine 
school rooms for all the Meriden pupils as the other vil- 
lage now has. 


I thank the School Board members for the many 
things which they have done to make the school year 
successful and this Union a pleasant place in which to 
work. The teachers, nurse, janitors, and bus drivers have 
earned my sincere thanks. The members of the building 
committee were outstanding in their work and business 
efficiency, and my thanks go to them. The pupils who 
have worked hard and have been regular in attendance, I 
commend for the fine achievement they have made. 


The schools are a democratic institution upon which 
future generations depend. Together, parents and schools 
are working to give youth the skills with which to make a 
living and to adjust to the strain of modern conditions.
